Claims I to 26 are novel when compared to prior art documents Dl to D4 as none of these disclose all of the 
essential features of the claimed invention. 

For instance Dl (see figure I and paragraph 10) does not teach an assessment by the query response software of 
whether the delivered information can be successfully employed by the user. This distinguishes the claimed 
invention from systems which rely upon user input to determine whether the delivered information is useful. 
This assessment of relevance inherently involves integers which cannot be implied from the citations. 

Inventive Step OS*) of Claims 1 to 26 , 

Claims 1 to 26 contain an inventive step when compared to Dl to D4 in the light of common general knowledge 
for similar reasons as above.

VIIL Certain observations on the international application 

Tlic following observations on flic clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

1. Claims 1 to 26. 

The claims arc unclear as to what 'identity information' actually identifies. For instance it is not clear wfiether 
it identifies a user, a particular query or something else. 

2. Claim 21 is unclear. 

The claim is for a 'method of information retrieved adapted to execute the steps f . . which makes the noun 
ambiguous. Perhaps this should be a 'method of information retrieval* 
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
